Students can attend a public university or a private university. A large number of 
Jordanian students choose to study at these institutions, as well as foreign students from all 
over the world. These are undergraduates studying for a first degree, or postgraduates 
studying for a Master’s degree, a PhD or a hi gher diploma. 


The three universities with the most undergraduates are the University of Jordan in 
Amman, Yarmouk University in Irbid and Al Balqa Applied University in Salt. These are all 
public universities.
